Capt. Gatlin Writes 


Saturday Night, 
October 11. 1941. 

Dear Prof: 

I've Just finished reading The 
Volette which you sent. Thanks. 
It fills a place in our lives atAi 
reminds us there is a place more 
or less free from the stress of 
the times. 

There is an error in The Volette 
however, which I would like for 
you to -correct, i.e.: "I’m in com¬ 
mand ffgk school." I'd like to be, 
but the--ruth of the matter is I 
am just a plain ordinary "pupil." 
There are 354 officer-students 
here in the class from every state 
and some foreign countries. We 
begin classes at 8 am.—that is 
8:00 a.m. and not 8:01 too—and 
stay in the sameb uilding until 
5:00 p.m., except on the days 
when we have to engage in organ¬ 
ized athletics. Our home-work is 
killing. I go to sleep recapitulat- 
ings Gettysburg or Bull Run and 
awake with Lawrence Allenby in 
Africa or Sherman 'trucking down 
to the sea." I'll appreciate your 
correcting that error because 11 
don't want more responsibility and 
rank than I'm paid for. 

Fort Leavenworth is the cradle 
of the West. Our academic build- j 
ing is located on a high bluff' 
overlooking the muddy old Mis¬ 
souri. At the foot of this hall the, 
Oregon and Santa Fe trails began, 
and ran together for about a mile j 
and then branched off. An old 
stene wall, part of the first fort i 
built in 1827. is still standing j 
along these trails. A museum hav- i 
ing all types of carriages, wagons,: 
etc., since 1776 is on the past. 
Some of them were “killer-dillers” 
too. I've always felt a bit sorry 
because my old grandpop lived 
too soon, but since seeing these 
rigs, I am sure that if he could¬ 
n't do any good In them, a Ford 
wouldn’t have made up the de¬ 
ficiency. 

The streets are all named for i 
famous U. S. Generals: Grant, j 
Sherman, Shtridan, Pope, Kemey. 
and a short one named Custer, j 
etc. Most of whom were station- j 
ed on this post. Pictures of the 
"top-hand” in the army today 
grave the corridors of the hall. 
They were students here thirty 
or forty years ago. It is interest¬ 
ing to take a class picture of 
1901 or so, and see how few names 
are still mentioned in the press. 
Most are not living I suppose. 
Few names are recognizable at 
any rate. 

The city of Leavenworth is also 
interesting In its own right. Here, j 
as you know, Uncle Sam is now j 
rehabilitating many of his form¬ 
er bankers, doctors, rum runners 
and bad boys. (Income tax evad- j 
ers are also concentrated here.) I 
But the prison is too current to 
be of interest in a town that 
has known John Brown, Buffalo [ 
Bill, Wild Bill Hicock and others | 
who elected to die with their boots 
nearby, if not on. Leavenworth | 
was once earmarked for the rail-1 
road center of the Southwest. But I 
some of its “better people" had be- j 
come satisfied without railroads 
and the noise and smoke whi on I 
they bring, so they resisted the I 
building of the bridges across the I 
Missouri River. Kansas City is the | 
result. Leavenworth has declined I 
in population and wealth for sev-1 
eral decades and has only its local 
farm trade, the army post and 
ex-bankers, etc., to supply employ- i 
ment for th echildren of those 
"better people." 

I wish you could see our class. 
It would make an interesting 
study for a good psychologist or 
psychiartrist, if you like. They are 
men worth knowing, but somehow 
this international situation keeps 
them from being like school boys 
or men (there is little difference) 
and that is where the psychological 
study would be interesting. 

Thanks for The Volette. We ap¬ 
preciate it.

Then 
came the depression, and daddy 
lost a great deal of money, which 
forced my sister and me to go live 
with my grandparents in Glea¬ 
son for a year. We went back to 
demonstration school later, how¬ 
ever, for the sixth and seventh 
grades. Then I went to Tullahoma, 
Tennessee, and finished the latter 
part of the seventh grade there. 

Mother took us to Washington, 
D.C., when I was thirteen. I en¬ 
joyed this trip immensely, for 
Washington is a beautiful city. 

I went to Gleason to. school in 
the eighth grade and graduated 
there as valedictorian. Mother had 
established a ready-to-wear shop 
in Martin, Tennessee, and daddy 
had one in Union City, so we 
moved to Martin, and daddy com¬ 
municated back and forth. I en¬ 
tered Martin High School my 
freshman year. 

We had always dreamed of going 
to New York, so the family went j 
the summer I was fifteen.
